In  writing  the  HALL  GENEALOGY,  I  am  writing  the  story  of  each  one's  life. 

Since  I  became  a  HALL  through  marriage,  I  am  happy  that  I  was  in  a  position 
to  write  the  book.  It  took  nearly  five  years  of  research,  letter  writing, 
telephone  calls,  mailing  questionnaires,  visiting  individuals  and  cemeteries 
to  get  what  is  in  this  book. 

The  following  explanations  are  in  order: 

1.  March  30,  i960  marks  the  end  of  all  entries  for  this  book.  Like  all 

who  have  studied  genealogy,  I  go  by  this  simple  rule:  "There  is  a  quitting  time. 
Each  day  brings  new  births  and  deaths.  Like  all  history,  each  individual  life 
changes  from  day  to  day.  If  a  foundation  is  laid  for  a  genealogy,  let  this  be 
the  basis  for  adding  dates  by  those  who  will  have  a  copy  of  said  genealogy." 

2.  Histories  accompanying  pictures  are  information  given  me  by  individuals 
themselves  or  someone  in  the  family.  All  files  are  open  for  scrutiny. 

3.  Photostatic  copies  of  signatures  appear  on  some  pages.  These  were  taken 
from  letters  when  information  was  received.  Some  did  not  sign  their  question¬ 
naires,  but  had  someone  in  the  family  do  so. 

4.  There  is  a  chapter  on  the  ORIGIN  AND  EARLY  HISTORY  OF  THE  HALL  FAMILY, 

and  the  PROMINENT  NAMES  OF  HALL  IN  AMERICAN  GENEALOGY.  THE  HISTORICAL  RETROSPECT 
is  an  item  of  history  which  goes  back  to  the  year  800  A.  D.  Acknowledgements  are 
at  the  bottom  of  pages  as  well  as  the  BIBLIOGRAPHY. 

5.  At  the  end  of  the  book  is  a  BIOGRAPHY  of  the  author  as  per  request  of 
many  in  the  book.

Hence,  ALL  THIRD  GENERATION  HALLS  ARE  first  counsins  --  other  than  their 
own  immediate  family,  FOURTH  GENERATION  HALLS  are  se.cond  cousins--o ther  than 
their  own  immediate  family,  and  FIFTH  GENERATION  HALLS  are  third  cousins,  et  cetra 
All  in  this  book  are  closely  related.  In  this  book  are  195  pictures.

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HALL  COAT  OF  ARMS 


Before  going  into  detail  as  to  what  the  Hall  Coat  of  Arms  means, 
let  me  give  you  a  brief  history  of  Heraldry. 

Heraldry  is  an  art  of  describing  in  appropriate  terms  coats  of 
arms  and  other  insignia.  The  system  is  very  ancient.  It  can  be  traced 
back  to  Jewish  tribes,  and  subsequently  we  find  it  in  more  elaborate 
form  in  the  leading  families  of  Greece  and  Rome.  In  modern  times, 
heraldry  dates  from  the  time  of  the  Crusades  and  was  reduced  to  its 
present  perfect  form  by  the  French. 

The  Hall  Coat  of  Arms  was  especially  struck  for  this  book  by  John 
W.  Ward,  Charleston,  S.  C.,  but  without  its  translation  or  meaning.  Thus 
"Heraldry"  by  Francis  J.  Grant  and  Boutell’s  "Heraldry"  by  C.  W.  Scott- 
Giles  were  consulted  as  to  translation. 

Starting  with  the  motto  "Cura  Quietem"  which  means  "Take  care--rest" 
we  find  that  mottoes  are  usually  in  Latin.  In  Scotland  the  motto  forms  are 
definite  part  of  the  Coat  of  Arms.  Few  other  countries  have  them. 

Going  to  the  shield,  it  has  three  cranes  in  gold  and  black,  indicating 
wealth  and  position.  The  Chevron  is  silver,  which  means  the  roof  of  a  hous 
or  palace . 

The  helmet  is  closed  with  one  bar  indicating  esquires  or  gentlemen, 
having  either  closed  helms  or  vizored  helms  with  visor  down  and  placed 
sideways . 

The  crest  is  a  crane  standing  on  one  leg  and  holding  a  stone  in  the 
other..  It  is  then  said  to  be  "in  the  vigilance"  because  if  it  falls  asleep 
it  will  rouse  itself  by  dropping  the  stone.  It  is  standing  on  a  green  nest 
indicating  preter-natural  or  magical  powers. 

The  chapeau  is  a  twisted  scarf,  possibly  a  lady's  favor.  It  is  blue 
and  white,  indicating  grace  and  purity. 
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ORIGIN  AND  EARLY  HISTORY  OF  ’’HALL"  FAMILY 


The  surnames  Hall  (Halle)  are  of  Saxon  Origin.  Saxony  is  in  the  central 
German  Zone  (now  in  the  Soviet  Zone).  In  Medieval  documents  "atte  Halle"  and 
"Del  Hall"  and  "De  Aula"  are  surnames  assumed  to  designate  the  Hall  or  mansion 
in  which  these  individuals  resided.  The  principal  apartment  in  all  old  mansions 
was  the  Hall,  and  in  feudal  times  it  served  as  a  petty  Court  of  Justice  as 
well  as  the  scene  of  entertainment.  The  chief  servitor  or  the  Master  of  the 
Mansion  would  naturally  acquire  such  a  surname  and  hence  its  frequency. 

The  settlers  in  England  were  in  certain  instances  from  the  City  of  Halle 
in  Saxony  and  were  called  for  the  sake  of  distinction  prior  to  the  use  of 
surnames,  De  Halle  (from  Halle),  which  was  shortened  to  Halle  and  again  to 
Hall,  the  present  name. 

The  Court  Rolls  of  the  Manor  of  Hallamshire  County,  York,  England  record 
the  name  of  Henricus  Hall,  who  lived  in  1521  and  Henricus  Hall,  his  son,  1549 
and  Henry  Hall,  Sr.  of  Outerbridge,  England,  who  surrended  land  to  uses  of  John, 
Henry,  William  and  Thomas  Hall  in  1563. 

A  claim  made  by  Skipton  and  Gargrave  branches  of  the  family,  but  not 
proved  to  date,  makes  Robert  Hall,  married  in  1394,  the  great-grandson  of  Sir 
Francis  de  Halle,  of  Hale  in  the  Tyrol,  who  entered  the  services  of  Edward  VIII 
of  England.  The  pedigree  of  Sir  Francis  shows  that  he  was  one  of  twenty-one 
children  of  Albert  I,  Emperor  of  Austria  (died  in  1303).  Sir  Francis  married 
Blanche,  daughter  of  Robert  de  Artois  of  Richmond,  North  Riding,  Yorkshire. 

One  of  his  sons,  Robert  Hall,  a  knight  in  the  Westminster  Roll  (Reign  of 
Richard  II)  who  married  Maria,  a  sole  heiress  of  Robert  a  Ketfield,  Knight  de 
Oreleton  of  County  Hereford  --  their  son,  Henry  Hall  was  Master  of  the  Horse 
under  Richard  II  and  Governor  of  Ross  in  Ireland.  He  married  Margarethe,  daughter  of 
John  of  Evereuz .  Their  son,  Robert  Hall,  was  a  member  of  Parliament  in  the  reign 
of  Queen  Mary  in  1553.  In  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII  John  and  Robert  Hall  were  Lords 
Mayors  of  York. 
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While  reading  the  historical  and  biographical  sketches  of  the  Hall 
families,  the  names  of  Robert,  Henry  and  Francis  appear  dozens  of  times. 

It  is  both  strange,  but  true  that  the  three  Hall  priests  appearing  in  this 
book  also  have  the  names  of  Robert,  Henry  and  Francis. 

One  of  the  prominent  priests  in  the  old  historical  biography  is  Rev. 

John  Hall,  priest  of  Macclesfield,  England,  who  founded  St.  Albans  and  a 
number  of  Roman  Catholic  chapels.  His  mother  was  Elizabeth  Von  Swartzbreck 
of  ancient  Germany  ancestry. 

Other  names  used  through  nearly  six  hundred  years  of  genealogy  is 
Edward,  Charles,  John,  Frank,  Jacob  Joseph,  Frederick,  Edwin  and  Engelbert. 

See  the  following  pages  for  prominent  names  in  the  various  Hall 
genealogies.  These  should  be  of  much  interest  to  the  readers  of  this  HALL 
GENEALOGY,  which  really  begins  on  Page  17,  as  referred  to  in  the  INTRODUCTION.

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PROMINENT  NAMES  OF  ’’HALL”  IN  AMERICAN  GENEALOGY 


John  Hall  (1605  -  1676)  one  of  the  first  New  England  settlers  of  that 
name  was  hot tf" in  England.  He  settled  in  New  Haven  and  later  in  Wallingford, 
Connecicut.  He  participated  as  a  soldier  in  the  Pequot  Indian  War  in  1637. 

It  is  claimed  he  was  one  of  the  original  settlers  of  Hartford  in  1636. 

John  Hall  (1670-1730)  was  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Hannah  Lyman.  Through 
his  mother's  side  he  was  a  descendant  of  Cedric,  the  first  King  of  the  West 
Saxons  who  invaded  England  and  established  the  Kingdom  of  Wessex. 

John  Hall  (1692-1778)  was  the  son  of  John  and  Hannah  Lyman  (above).  His 
distinguished  children  included  Lyman  Hall ,  governor  of  Georgia  and  Col.  Street 
Hall ,  a  distinguished  Revolutionary  Officer  and  later  Representative  from 
Wallingford ,  Conn. 

Lyman  Hall  (1724-1790)  is  the  son  of  John  and  Mary  Street.  He  studied 
theology  and  was  ordained  in  Stratfield  in  1749.  He  also  studied  medicine. 

He  was  influential  in  causing  the  parish  of  St.  John  to  declare  itself  in¬ 
dependant  from  Great  Britian.  When  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was 
signed,  his  name  was  affixed  to  that  memorable  document  from  St.  John's. 

In  1783  he  was  elected  Governor  of  Georgia.  He  ha  d  one  son,  John. 

Dr.  William  Brenton  Hall  (1764-1809)  is  the  son  of  Brenton  Hall  and 
Lamenta  Collins.  He  graduated  from  Yale  College  where  he  studied  medicine. 

In  1792  he  built  the  first  hospital  for  the  inoculation  against  smallpox, 
called  the  ’’Pock  House"  He  made  surgery  his  specialty.  His  experiements 
with  smallpox  eventually  caused  inoculation  to  give  way  to  vaccination. 

Nathan  Kelsey  Hall  (1810-1874)  was  appointed  Postmaster  General  by 
President  Fillmore  and  subsequently  U.  S.  District  Judge  for  the  Northern 
District  of  New  York. 

The  above  are  but  a  few  of  the  hundreds  of  descendants  of  the  John  Hall 
of  the  first  paragraph. 
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Francis  Hall  (1602-March  5,  1698)  was  born  in  England  and  died  in 
Stratford,  Conn.  He  emigrated  with  his  brother  William  from  Milford,  County- 
Surrey,  England  in  1639.  Francis  was  one  of  the  original  signers  of  the 
New  Haven  Covenant,  June  4  1639,  and  was  Deputy  from  Stratford  to  the 
General  Court  nine  times  between  1661  and  1685. 

Dr.  Isaac  Hall  (1629-1714)  is  son  of  Francis  Hall  (above).  Born  in 
England"  he  died  in  Fairfield  ,  Conn.  He  rendered  service  as  a  surgeon  in 
the  Colonia  Militia  during  the  Indian  Wars  and  was  awarded  a  grand  of  land  in 
Fairfield.  He  had  a  son,  who  too  was  a  doctor,  and  who  served  with  him 
in  the  Colonial  Milita.  His  name  was  Dr.  Isaac  Hall  II  . 

Capt.  Joshua  Hall  (Nov.  4,  1707--0ct.  1789)  is  the  son  of  Dr.  Isaac 
Hall  II~  During  the  Revolutionary  War  he  was  amember  of  the  Board  of  Safety 
and  Transportation  (1775-1776)  and  furnished  transportation  and  forage  for 
the  Eastern  Division  of  the  American  Army. 

Judge  Benjamin  Franklin  Hall  (July  23,  1814--Sept.  6,  1891)  is  the 
son  of  Capt.  Joshua  Hall.  He  studied  law  with  Judge  Parker  of  Whitehall. 

In  1860  he  was  appointed  Resident  Minister  to  Rome  by  President  Zachary 
Taylor.  In  1861  he  was  appointed  first  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Colorado.  He  was  author  of  several  books  on  law  and  history. 


Rev.  Henry  Hall  was  born  in  England  and  ordainedin  1697,  emigrating 
to  Maryland  in  1698.  He  was  the  first  Recto-r  of  St.  James  Parrish.  He  married 
Mary  Duvall,  daughter  of  a  prosperous  French  Hugeunot  settler  in  the  Province. 

Jacob  Hall  (?  -  1700)  emigrated  to  Pennsylvania  in  the  year  1685  from 
Macclesfield ,  Chester  County,  England.  He  was  a  friend  of  William  Penn.  In 
1693  he  was  appointed  Justice  of  the  County  Court  (Buck  County,  Penn.) 
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Dr.  John  Hall  (?  -  Jan.  25,  1801)  was  the  son  of  Dr.  Elisha  Hall.  He 
was  a  surgeon  on  Washington's  staff  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  had 
one  son,  Rev.  Baynard  Hall,  Presbyterian  clergyman  in  Brooklyn,  New  York. 

Captain  John  Hall  (May  27,  1723  --  August  6,1777)  was  born  in  Plainfield, 
Massachusetts .  Tradition  states  that  he  built  the  first  sawmill  in  Plainfield. 
He  served  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars. 

THE  REVOLUTIONARY  WAR  RECORDS  SHOW  THAT  107  members  of  the  Hall  families 
in  America  served  in  this  war. 

THE  CIVIL  WAR  RECORDS  SHOW  that  110  members  of  the  Hall  families  in  Ane  rica 
served  in  this  war. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  get  the  two  WORLD  WAR  RECORDS. 


Abraham  Okey  Hall  (July  26,  1826--0ctober  7,  1898)  was  a  prominent  lawyer, 
politician ,  author  and  journalist.  Born  in  Albany,  N.  Y.  he  was  the  son  of 
Morgan  James  Hall  and  Elsie  Okey.  His  paternal  grandfather  was  a  carpenter  of 
Hampshire,  England,  who  migrated  to  America  and  settled  in  Albany.  He  was  a 
graduate  of  N.Y.  University  and  studied  law  at  Harvard.  He  became  District 
Attorney  of  New  York  County  in  1851  and  served  until  1858.  In  1868  he  was 
elected  Mayor  for  New  York.  In  1879  he  became  Editor  of  the  New  York  World. 

He  had  six  children. 

Edwin  Bradford  Hall  (October  25,  1825 --September  11,  1909)  was  born  in 
BridgeDort.  Connecticut.  He  achieved  international  reputation  as  a  Paleontologist. 
His  discoveries  in  that  field  were  an  important  contribution  to  the  knowledge 
for  fossil  remains  and  were  known  to  scientists  throughout  the  world. 

Dr.  Robert  Thomas  Hall  (February  3,  1870  --  December  31,  1947)  was  born 
at  Olney ,  Illinois .  He  moved  to  Fresno,  California  where  he  became  one  of  the 
prominent  Dental  Surgeons  and  a  leader  in  Civic  circles,  religious  activities  and 
municipal  affairs. 
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GENERAL  ROBERT  HENRY  HALL  (November  15,  1837  --  December  29,  1914)  was 
the  son  of  Benjamin  Franklin  Hall  and  Catherine  Mullett.  His  paternal  ancestor 
was  William  Hall  who  emigrated  to  Aquidneck,  R.  I.  from  England  and  who  had 

married  Mary _ sister-in-law  of  William  Shakespeare,  the  famous  bard. 

Robert  graduated  from  West  Point  in  1860.  During  the  Civil  War  he  partici¬ 
pated  in  28  battles  and  engagements  and  was  awarded  the  Medal  of  Honor.  He 
served  in  the  Spanish-Amer ican  War  as  a  Bridgadier  General. 

Charles  Martin  Hall  (December  6,  1865--1914)  was  the  discoverer  of 
theprocess  for  separating  aluminum  from  its  oxide  inexpensively  (thereby 
making  possible  kitchen  utensils  made  of  aluminum  and  hundreds  of  other 
aluminum  items  in  daily  use)  was  born  of  a  Congregational  Minister  who 
moved  to  Oberlin,  Ohio.  Financial  backing  by  the  Mellon  interests  made  the 
inventor,  Charles  Hall  a  wealthy  man. 

Dr.  Herbert  James  Hall  (March  12,  1870--February  19,  1923)  was  a 
prominent  ISIeuro-psychiatris t .  Born  in  Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  the  son  of 
Marshall  Hall  and  Susan  James.  He  was  descended  from  Richard  Hall  who  emigrated 
from  England  to  Bradford,  Mass,  about  1673. 

There  are  hundreds  of  other  names  who  are  as  interesting,  but  I  thought 
these  were  the  most  important. 
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HISTORICAL  RETROSPECT 


The  Germans,  like  the  English,  Swedes  et  cetra  belong  to  the  Germanic 
peoples.  It  is  the  old  Germanic  tribes  --  the  Saxons  and  the  Freisians  in  the 
north,  the  Franks  in  the  West,  and  the  Thurigians  in  Central  Germany,  the  Swabians 
and  the  Bavarians  in  the  south  --  that  have  produced  the  wide  variety  of  types 
of  people  that  inhabit  Germany  to  this  day.  They  are  also  called  Teutons.* 

"The  Holy  Roman  Empire  of  the  German  Nation"  originated  in  the  year  800 
when  the  Pope  crowned  as  Emperor  (Kaiser)  Karl,  the  King  of  the  Franks.  It 
was  the  12th  century  that  the  Empire  reached  its  zenith  under  the  Staufen 
Emperors.  After  that  the  independent  Princes  constantly  gained  the  importance. 
Somewhere  about  the  year  1500,  the  sway  of  the  Houseof  Hapsburg  the  main  prop 
of  which  was  Austria  was  extended  to  world  power.  The  Reformation  after  1520  was  a 
most  momentous  event.  It  led  to  a  religious  schism  that  in  spite  of  the  untold 
havoc,  the  Thirty  Years’  War  (1618--1648)  was  unable  to  overcome.  The  18th 
century  saw  the  growth  of  Prussia  to  a  great  power. 

In  1806  the  Empire  fell  to  pieces  under  the  onslaught  of  the  French 
Emperor  Napoleon.  In  1871,  after  many  years  in  which  there  has  been  a  loose 
association  of  states,  a  new  German  Empire  came  into  being.  Its  Emperor  was  the 
King  of  Prussia.  This  German  Empire,  or  Reich,  the  first  Chancellor  of  which 
was  Bismarck,  brought  the  population  great  industrial  advancement.  Scientific, 
technical  and  industrial  achievements  procured  for  the  Empire  a  high  reputation 
throughout  the  world . 

After  losing  the  first  World  War  (1914-1918)  Germany  became  a  republic, 
with  a  great  loss  of  territory.  During  the  world  economic  crisis  that  started 
in  1929,  the  internal  weakness  of  the  Republic  rapidly  increased.  At  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  1933  more  than  six  million  people  were  unemployed.  It  was  this  situation 
that  enabled  the  demagogue  Adolf  Hitler  to  become  leader  of  the  strongest 
politicial  party  and  as  such.  Chancellor.  Shortly  afterwards  he  converted  the 
Republic  into  a  formless  despotism.  As  a  result  of  National  Socialist  policy, 
the  second  World  War  broke  out  in  1939.  It  ended  in  1945  with  Germany's  complete 
military  defeat.

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In  1945,  the  territory  of  the  German  Reich  within  its  boundaries  of 
1957  was  split  up  into  four  Zones  of  Occupation  --  a  British,  an  American  and 
a  French  Zone,  in  the  west  and  a  Soviet  Zone  in  Central  and  Eastern  Germany. 
Berlin,  German’s  Capital  was  similarly  partitioned.  In  1958  it  was  divided 
into  west  and  east  Berlin.  In  1949.  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  (Bunder 
Republik  Deutschland)  was  formed  out  of  the  West  Germany  (Lander)  corresponding 
to  the  Territory  of  the  three  Western  Zones  of  Occupation.  It  became  a  soverign 
State  in  May,  1955. 

The  Federal  Republic  comprised  94,399  square  miles,  from  the  north  Sea 
to  the  Swiss -Austrian  frontier.  On  this  land  live  50.2  million  people.  One 
out  of  every  five  (approximately  11.1  million)  is  an  expellee  or  refugee  from 
the  East.  With  an  average  500  persons  per  square  mile  the  Federal  Republic 
of  Germany  is  one  of  themost  densely  populated  nations  of  Europe. 

Viewing  the  map  on  Page  14,  let  us  find  Villigen,  Bad  Durheim  and 
Donaueschingen .  They  are  in  Baden-Wur ttemberg ,  southwest  corner  of  Germany, 
close  to  the  Swiss  Border.  It  is  in  the  village  of  Hochemmingen ,  about  9 
kilos  from  Villigen  aid  Donaueschingen  where  the  Halls  of  this  book  originated. 
They  would  be  classified  as  perhaps  the  Swabians  ( Schawbischealb) . 

Please  read  information  quoted  from  a  letter  mailed  me  by  Karl  and  Engel¬ 
bert  and  Melanie  Hall,  pages  136  and  138. 

Let  me  also  state  that  the  city  of  ’’Halle”  on  the  Saale  River  is  in  the 
Soviet  Occupation  Zone  in  Saxony  (Central  Germany)  and  another  city  by  the  name 
of  "Hall"  is  on  the  Austrian  Border  close  to  Innsbruck  Austria.  These  are  not 
shown  on  the  map  of  this  book,  but  can  be  found  on  any  other  map  of  Germany.

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JOSEPH  HALL 


Joseph  Hall  was  born  March  12,  1794  in  Aasen,  Germany.  At  the  age  of 
thirty-four  in  1828  he  married  Katharina  Engelmann  of  Hoch emmingen ,  Germany. 
(Hochemmingen  is  9  kilos  from  Villigen  and  Donaueschingen) .  See  map.  Aasen 
must  be  close  bye.  No  German  map  shows  it.  At  the  age  of  76  Joseph  died  on 
April  15,  1870.  His  wife  Katharina  lived  till  December  18,  1864  when  she 
died  at  the  age  of  sixty-six. 

THEY  HAD  A  SON,  KARL  HALL: 

In  this  book  are  listed  373  direct  descendants  of  Joseph  Hall.  There  are 
1180  dates  with  685  names  (this  includes  the  in-laws)  whom  they  married. 
Occupations  are  broken  down  to  these  figures: 

There  are  2  Medical  Doctors,  1  Dentist,  10  Registered  Nurses,  1  Veterinarian, 

1  Dental  Technician,  1  Medical  Technician,  1  registered  Medical  Librarian. 

There  are  3  priests,  6  professed  Sisters  belonging  to  four  religious  orders. 

We  have  2  lawyers,  2  auctioneers,  1  newspaperman,  10  teachers. 

There  are  38  farmers,  who  may  be  classified  as  dairy,  wheat,  diversified, 
cattle  and  truck  farmers.  The  others  are  classified  as  salesmen,  factory  workers, 
mailmen,  stenographers  government  workers  T.V.  and  radio  workers,  mechanics  and 
one  wheat  miller.  Read  histories  to  get  the  details. 

Of  these  there  are  52  who  attended  colleges  with  32  college  graduates,  and 
several  with  university  degrees.  85%  of  the  third  and  fourth  generation  who  have 
reached  adulthood  attended  four  years  of  high  school.  There  are  8  sets  of  twins. 

2  died  in  World  War  II  several  were  wounded  and  a  few  received  medals. 

45  served  in  both  World  War  I  and  World  War  II  combined.

Karl  Hall  is  the  son  of  Joseph  Hall  and  Katharina  Engelmann.  He  was 
born  July  15,  1829  at  Hochemmingen,  Germany.  He  was  a  farmer. 

At  the  age  of  twenty- three  on  July  29,  1852  he  married  his  first  wife, 
Agatha  Willman  of  Dauchingen,  Germany.  To  them  were  born  three  sons: 
Joseph,  who  came  to  this  country  in  1870,  John  who  died  in  infancy  and 
Franz  Karl  who  also  came  to  America  and  settled  in  Detroit,  Michigan. 

On  November  14,  1856,  at  the  age  of  twenty-four  Agatha  died  following 
complications  in  childbirth  of  Franz  Karl  who  was  born  November  2,  1856. 

Karl  married  a  second  time  on  August  3,  1857  to  Maria  Engesser  of  Aasen, 
Germany.  To  this  union  were  born  eleven  children,  all  listed  on  following 
pages.  Please  note  there  were  three  Katharinas  in  the  family,  all  three 
died  in  infancy,  as  well  as  one  Maria,  and  one  boy  named  Andrew.  One  girl 
and  five  boys  reached  adulthood.  From  these  six  and  the  two  above  from  the 
first  marriage  come  the  descendants  of  this  book.  See  page  132. 

On  August  21  1871,  at  the  age  of  forty-two  Karl  died,  leaving  Maria  to 

raise  the  children.  Seven  years  later,  at  the  age  of  fifty-one  she  died. 

Mathias  came  to  America  late  in  1883,  Mary  Ann  came  in  1902.  These  two 
settled  in  Kansas  as  did  Joseph  of  the  first  marriage;  John  settled  in 
St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and  Mathew  stayed  in  Bufalo,  New  York. 

Jacob  and  Engelbert  stayed  in  Germany  as  indicated  by  their  histories. 

All  information  dating  back  before  1870  was  furnished  by  Karl  and  Melanie 
and  Engelbert  Hall  of  Hochemmingen  Baden,  Germany.  Their  last  letter  was 
received  March  30  1960  which  seemed  to  put  a  finis  to  the  book  as 

indicated  by  the  INTRODUCTION.

He  married  Pauline  Koppler ,  a  native  of  Switzerland.  To  them  were  born 
three  sons  and  one  daughter,  pictured  on  previous  page.  No  picture  was  avail¬ 
able  of  Franz  Karl. 

What  most  of  the  THIRD  generation  Halls  remember  about  Franz  Karl  is  this: 

He  visited  Joseph,  his  brother  of  Great  Bend,  and  another  brother  Mathias  of 
Seward,  Kansas  before  1895  and  brought  with  him  boxes  of  clothing  for  his 
nieces  and  nephews.  Again  he  visited  Kansas  at  the  turn  of  the  century  when 
Joseph’s  widow  had  remarried  to  John  Frehenbacher ,  and  they  lived  northwest  of 
St.  John,  Kansas. 

At  this  time  his  sons  Frank  II  and  John  came  with  him  to  Kansas.  It 
seemed  the  boys  did  not  know  how  to  ride  horseback.  This  was  remedied  quickly 
by  the  diligent  teaching  of  Mary  Hall  --  later  Mrs.  Patrick  Keenan,  page  73. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Kern,  page  33  recalls  that  he  again  visited  the  Kansas 
Halls  after  her  marriage  which  was  in  1906.  All  her  memories  of  him  were 
pleasant . 

Frank  continued  to  live  in  Detroit  until  his  death  January  6,  1921  at  the 
age  of  sixty-four.  Pauline  lived  till  January  2,  1947  when  she  died  at  the  age 
of  eighty-  three .  Both  are  buried  at  Mount  Olivet  Cemetery,  Detroit,  and  both 
had  been  members  of  St.  Mary’s  Church.

Karl  Hall  is  the  son  of  Jacob  Hall  and  Katharina  Reisle.  He  was  born 
in  Hochemmingen,  Germany  on  June  21,  1888.  He  always  lived  on  the  farm  except 
the  time  he  served  in  World  War  I  from  1914  through  1918,  and  wounded  twice. 

At  the  age  of  thirty  one  on  May  19,  1919  he  married  Berta  Griesshaber. 

To  them  were  born  three  children.  Let  me  quote  from  a  letter  written  to  me 
on  December  7,  1958: 

,rMy  sister  Melanie  and  I  have  already  passed  the  age  of  seventy  years, 
and  naturally  we  have  all  sorts  of  troubles  concerning  our  health.  My  son  Karl 
has  taken  over  the  farm  since  1954  and  we  help  as  much  as  we  can. 

”World  War  II  was  very  hard  for  us,  the  fighting  was  close  to  our  place. 
Everywhere  the  houses  burned  down  from  the  bombing  and  artillery,  and  there 
were  many  wounded  and  even  dead  but  our  place  was  one  of  the  few  where  there 
were  no  battles.  Quite  near  --  in  Villigen  and  Donaueschingen  (see  map)  9 
kilometers  from  here  was  heavy  bombing  nearly  every  day. 

"We  worked  hard  during  World  War  II.  My  wife  and  myself  and  two 
daughters  Anna  and  Rosa  and  my  sister  Melanie  had  to  do  all  the  work.  There 
was  nothing  to  be  bought,  no  clothing,  shoes  nor  soap. 

"Since  1948  (reform  of  our  money)  there  is  plenty  of  everything.  During 
the  hard  years  Gertrude  Hall  from  Buffalo,  New  York,  and  Fr .  Francis  helped 
a  lot  by  sending  parcels.  This  year  --  1958  --  we  had  a  very  good  harvest,  and 
we  are  very  grateful  of  this.  There  are  no  farmhands,  so  there  is  much  machinery 
to  be  bought.  My  son  Karl  and  his  wife  do  all  the  work."  See  history  of  Karl  II 
on  following  pages.

He  spent  five  years  in  New  York  State  and  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  before 
coming  to  Kansas  to  start  farming.  He  never  again  visited  his  native  Germany. 

On  September  28,  1892,  at  the  age  of  twenty-six  he  married  Elizabeth 
Danler  of  Stafford  County,  Kansas,  at  Kingman,  Kansas  by  Fr.  Bradley.  She  had 
come  to  Kansas  with  her  parents  from  Buffalo,  New  York. 

After  their  marriage  they  lived  on  a  farm  in  north  Stafford  County,  near 
Seward,  Kansas.  They  lived  here  all  of  their  married  years.  To  them  were  born 
four  sons  and  three  daughters.

He  worked  on  the  farm  until  he  was  drafted  into  Hitler *s  army  and  served, 
was  wounded  and  died  in  a  hospital  during  the  war  on  May  10,  1945,  at 
the  age  of  thirty.  He  met  and  married  Irmgard  Deicke  of  Braunschweig 
(north  central  Germany)  on  August  4,  1939.  To  them  were  born  two  sons, 
Joachim  and  Friedhelm,  listed  on  following  page.  Both  are  pictured  on 
Page  167.

I  have  been  asked  to  write  a  short  biography  of  the  author  of  this 
genealogy.  Statistical  information  will  be  quoted  from  the  books  she  has 
written,  and  the  other  is  by  interview: 

’'Helen  Linenberger  is  the  daughter  of  Herman  Linenberger  and  Mary 
Weigel.  She  was  born  November  11,  1912  at  Victoria,  Kansas,  baptized  in 
the  then  new  St.  Fidel is  Church,  known  nationally  as  the  "Cathedral  of  the 
Plains."  She  attended  parochial  schools  there  for  four  years,  one  year  at 
Liebenthal,  Kansas,  with  three  years  of  grade  school  at  Hays.  She  attended 
the  Girls  Catholic  High  School  at  Hays  for  four  years,  graduating  in  1931. 
She  won  first  in  a  State-wide  typing  contest  in  1931. 

"Unable  to  attend  college  because  of  the  DEPRESSION,  she  worked  at 
various  jobs:  St.  Anthony  Hospital  as  a  nurses’  aide,  bookkeeper  in  a 

drug  store;  copy  folder  at  the  Hays  News  Office;  stenographer  for  the  Wheat 

Farming  Company  and  the  Bird  Investment  Company,  and  as  assistant  librarian 
at  St.  Joseph  Military  Academy,  all  in  Hays. 

"Since  no  job  was  for  long,  she  decided  to  try  nurses’  training.  One 
of  her  sisters  was  already  a  registered  nurse.  On  April  28,  1933  she  en¬ 
rolled  at  St.  Rose  Hospital,  Great  Bend  Kansas  as  a  student  nurse.  On 
May  12,  1936  she  graduated  with  an  R .  N.  degree,  having  the  honor  of  being 

valedictorian.  From  there  she  went  to  Sterling  Kansas  to  take  a  post¬ 

graduate  course  in  deep  X-ray  theraphy  under  the  teaching  of  Dr.  Marion 
Trueheart,  M.  D.  After  six  months  she  transferred  to  the  offices  of  Drs. 
Clark  W.  Zugg ,  M.  D.  and  E.  E.  Morrison  M.  D.  where  she  worked  a  year. 

"On  April  3,  1937  at  the  age  of  24  she  married  Edwin  B.  Hall  of 
Seward,  Kansas,  whom  she  had  known  since  June,  1933.  See  his  history  on 
page  183. 

"Since  that  time  she  has  been  the  farmer’s  wife,  moving  to  a  wheat 
and  cattle  ranch  7  miles  northeast  of  Seward  and  12  miles  southeast  of 
Great  Bend.  She  had  never  lived  on  the  farm  except  for  the  visits  to  her 
grandfathers’  homestead  when  a  child.  She  learned  to  raise  chickens, 
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to  garden,  to  cook  for  hired  help.  She  became  bookkeeper  for  Edwin's 
partnerships--Hall  &  DeBusk  since  1937  and  Hall  &  Prather  Drilling 
Company  since  1947  to  the  present  date.  This  work  is  done  in  her  own 
office .” 

When  I  asked  her  when  she  started  writing,  she  answered,  ”1  have 
been  writing  most  of  my  life.  I  had  no  formal  training  in  writing,  but 
I  still  kept  at  it.  When  little,  it  was  poetry.  I  always  keep  a  diary 
which  has  been  a  boon  for  data.  When  seventeen  I  wrote  my  first  novel, 
and  another  when  I  was  twenty.  These  are  in  my  files.  Occasionally  I 
read  a  chapter  or  two . 

"When  I  was  forty  I  wrote  a  resume  called  MMy  First  Forty  Years” 
not  for  publication,  but  as  a  reference.  I  won  my  first  prize  for 
writing  in  May,  1935  while  still  in  Nurses’  Training.  It  was  an  article 
on  nursing,  which  won  $10 . 00--State  Contest.” 

She  continued,  ”Had  it  not  been  that  we  lived  a  secluded  life  on  the 
ranch--the  closest  neighbors  were  a  mile  in  all  four  directions--!  probably 
would  not  have  resumed  writing  and  research.  Married  six  years  before 
becoming  a  mother,  the  hours  were  long  on  the  farm  --  5  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m. 

The  afternoon  hours  needed  filling.  I  sewed,  knit  visited  the  sick,  took 
care  of  them  when  seriously  ill.  I  joined  two  clubs,  wrote  many  letters 
kept  a  diary  of  all  the  fascinating  things  happening  on  the  farm  each  day. 
There  was  still  time  for  meditation  and  writing. 

”0ur  first  son  was  born  when  I  was  thirty,  and  the  second  when  I  was 
thirty-three.  A  new  life  began  for  me.  I  rejected  baby  sitters,  and  enjoyed 
them  selfishly,  completely,  and  took  them  wherever  I  went.  Motherhood  to  me 
has  been  a  fulfillment  equalled  by  nothing  in  my  life 

’’After  ten  years  on  the  Seward  ranch,  we  rented  it  to  tenants  and 
bought  a  farm  close  to  Hutchinson . mainly  for  the  boys’  education.  Now  I 
have  a  neighbor  across  the  road,  and  four  others  within  a  mile.  I  joined 
the  South  Reno  Social  Club,  consisting  all  of  farm  women. 
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"When  the  boys  started  school  I  drove  them  each  day  to  St.  Teresa’s 
parochial  school  --  25  miles  each  day  --  round  trips.  Multiply  that  by 
5  days  a  week  times  36  weeks  a  years,  times  11  years  --  to  date,  and  that 
makes  over  50,000  miles  just  taking  children  to  school.  This  mileage 
does  not  include  other  school  activities  such  as  P.T.A.  meetings,  Band 
Club,  music  lessons.  I  became  active  in  school  activities.  Four  years 
I  served  as  President  of  the  St.  Teresa  Band  Club.  Meanwhile  I  served 
as  as  School  Board  Member  of  the  South  Reno  District  before  our  con¬ 
solidation  with  North  Reno  township. 

"Getting  back  to  writing,  I  make  a  point  of  never  clicking  the  type¬ 
writer  keys  when  the  boys  or  Edd  are  around.  I  do  all  my  own  house  work. 

I  have  learned  that  by  averaging  5  hours  a  week  on  research  in  52  weeks 
or  a  year,  I  have  a  great  deal  of  information.  In  three  to  five  years, 

I  have  enough  for  a  book.  It  is  that  simple.  Patience  and  perseverance 
is  the  key  to  research." 

In  1955  she  published  "Grandfather’s  Story"  in  conjunction  with  the 
"Linenberger  Genealogy"  her  own  family  TREE.  Amy  Toepfer  and  Agnes  C. 

Dreiling  were  co-authors  of  the  latter.  Books  have  been  sold  all  over  the 
World  due  to  the  very  large  relationship. 

Meanwhile  she  kept  up  the  research  the  letter-writing,  the  trips  to 
the  cemeteries,  and  seeing  old  people  for  information.  In  1958  the 
DANLER  GENEALOGY  was  published,  the  first  with  many  pictures. 

For  a  number  of  years  her  father  and  mother  had  encouraged  her  to 
write  a  genealogy  of  the  religious  in  the  family.  She  had  kept  files  of 
them  while  working  on  the  other  genealogies,  so  as  soon  as  the  Danler 
Genealogy  had  gone  to  press,  she  painstakingly  put  the  Religious  Genealogy 
together.  She  bad  done  three  years  of  research  on  this  book.  It  involved  both 
the  maternal  and  paternal  sides  of  the  family.  This  book  is  her  pride  and 
joy.  It  is  a  genealogy  of  200  histories,  pictures  of  priests  and  nuns  all 
related  to  each  other  genealogically  and  to  her  children.  It  dates  back 
to  1767,  and  involves  27  religious  orders.  This  book  has  brought  her 
recommendations  from  five  Bishops  to  date. 
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She  feels  the  HALL  GENEALOGY  is  the  last  she  will  compile  herself. 

She  worked  on  it  for  nearly  five  years.  Presently  she  is  doing  research 
with  Amy  Toepfer  and  Agnes  C.  Dreiling  (both  cousins)  on  four  other 
genealogies  simultaneously. 

Her  Genealogies  have  brought  her  a  little  success.  She  was  voted 
and  recommended  a  member  of  the  Kansas  Authors  Club,  sponsored  by  the 
William  Allen  White  school  of  Journalism  at  Kansas  University,  Lawrence 
Kansas.  She  is  a  member  of  the  National  Genealogical  Society  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.-  C.  and  a  charter  member  of  the  Southwest  Kansas  Genealogical  Society 
at  Dodge  City,  Kansas.  She  gets  volumes  of  fan  mail,  which  she  appreciates. 

When  I  asked  her  about  fame,  and  what  it  meant  to  her,  she  quoted  a 
famous  author,  ’What  is  fame?  The  advantage  of  being  known  by  people  of 
whom  you  yourself  know  very  little,  and  for  whom  you  care  less.  The  way 
to  fame  is  like  the  way  to  heaven,  through  much  tribulation.1  She 
continued  to  say,  "The  majority  of  those  who  matter  to  you  personally 
are  envious.  With  these  people  you  can’t  discuss  anything  that  is  close 
to  your  heart.  They  do  not  realize  that  without  much  work  there  is  no 
accomplishment.  If  they  realized  that  they  would  be  a  little  more  tolerant." 

Why  write  genealogies?  Why  not  fiction,  or  poetry?  Her  answer  was 
direct.  "With  three  genealogies  behind  me,  I  am  more  convinced  than  ever  that 
truth  is  stranger  than  fiction,  and  truth  and  statistics  more  inspiring 
than  imagination.  Facts  when  viewed  in  retrospect  seem  more  fictitious 
than  the  facts  themselves,  hence  the  reason  why  history  continues  to  charm 
people  in  spite  of  its  many  aspects. 

"Let  us  say  in  50  years  from  now  --  unle  ss  our  world  is  completely 
destroyed  in  some  way  or  another  --  I  predict  that  my  genealogies  will  still 
be  picked  up  by  descendants  yet  unborn,  their  imaginations  will  be  fired, 
and  they  again  will  live  our  lives  as  recorded  in  these  books.  Our  lives 
are  continually  bound  up  in  our  past  experiences.  We  can’t  escape  it. 

Try  searching,  and  you'll  find  there  isn't  another  hobby  so  fascinating, 
so  rewarding.  Not  rewarding  in  the  monentary  sense,  but  in  the  knowledge 
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that  these  statistics  will  continue  to  give  others  pleasure.  When  we  die 
there  isn’t  anything  we  can  take  with  us  except  that  which  we  give  to  others. 
These  genealogies  will  be  my  contribution.” 

Looking  at  her  when  she  gave  me  these  answers,  I  noticed  that  she  doesn’t 
fidget.  She  is  relaxed.  She  does  not  smoke,  but  she  does  use  her  hands  to 
emphasize  her  words. 

What  kind  of  person  is  she?  My  observation  has  been  that  she  is  a  very 
complex  person  with  many  facets.  She  is  deeply  religious.  This  is  the  most 
obvious  aspect  of  her  whole  personality.  Like  one  of  her  boys  remarked 
one  day,  ’’Mother  has  all  the  saints  bribed  for  anything  she  wants.” 

She  says,  ”1  owe  this  to  my  mother.  When  I  started  school  (1918)  mother 
wanted  to  attend  6  a.  m.  mass  daily.  I  volunteered  to  go  with  her.  We  walked 
four  long  blocks  to  church,  no  matter  what  the  weather.  It  was  difficult  to 
get  up  at  5:15  a.  m.  each  morning.  Many  times  I  fell  asleep  and  mother 
had  to  nudge  me  for  communion.  This  habit  of  Daily  Mass  stayed  with  me 
through  nurses’  training  until  my  marriage.  Living  7  miles  from  the  closest 
church  made  it  impractical  for  daily  attendance  until  the  boys  started  school. 
Then  the  habit  started  again.  Now  it  has  added  up  to  11  more  years,  for  which 
I  am  grateful.” 

What  other  women  influenced  her?  ’’Many.  There  was  my  maternal  great- 
grandmothe r--1842-1924 .  From  the  time  I  can  remember  she  was  totally  blind. 
Great-grandfather  was  totally  deaf.  The  two  made  a  pathetic  couple.  They 
lived  across  the  street  from  us  until  their  deaths.  Each  was  82.  She  told 
me  endless  stories  of  the  old  country--Russia--and  their  hardships  in  the 
New  World  as  pioneers  (1876).  My  love  for  the  old,  the  legend,  the  truth 
began  with  her.” 
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"Then  there  was  my  maternal  grandmother  --  1866-1942.  She  raised  14 
children  to  adulthood,  all  living  at  this  date,  except  my  mother.  The 
many  happy  summers  spent  on  the  homestead  northeast  of  Hays  still  fill  me 
with  memories."  (Incidentally  Helen  became  the  owner  of  the  homestead 
which  had  its  beginning  in  1876  and  has  been  in  the  family  since  then.) 

"Other  women  who  helped  mould  my  life  were  the  Sisters  of  St.  Agnes 
at  Hays  and  Victoria,  and  the  Sisters  of  St.  Dominic  in  Great  Bend.  Also 
influential  were  the  doctors,  the  nurses,  the  many  sick  people,  and  others 
that  one  meets  through  the  course  of  one's  life.  I  maintain  that  all  people 
are  important.  Each  contact  leaves  some  impression  which  influences  life 
itself . 

"Last,  but  not  by  any  means  the  least,  is  my  husband.  He  is  a  complete 
ly  unselfish  man.  He  has  left  me  free.  In  this  imperfect  World,  ours  seems 
to  be  what  most  people  could  call  a  50-50  match.  To  him  I  owe  mere  than  any 
one  will  ever  know." 

Hobbies?  She  has  those  too.  Interior  decorating  is  one.  When  they 
moved  to  Hutchinson,  she  refinished  all  the  woodwork  in  the  ten-room  house 
and  did  all  the  walls  herself  in  cloth  wall  covering.  She  sews,  knits  and 
makes  hats. 

Pets?  Since  living  on  the  farm,  she  always  had  the  chickens.  When 
the  boys  got  big  enough  to  help  she  raised  ducks,  Siamese  cats  and  Pekingese 
pups,  of  which  there  is  a  litter  or  two  each  ^ear.  The  latter  are  her  con¬ 
stant  companions  around  the  house  and  outdoors.  She  helps  nurse  sick  calves 
and  colts . 

Trips?  She  knows  Kansas  like  the  palm  of  her  hand.  Through  her 
research  for  the  genealogies,  her  acquaintances  run  into  the  thousands  in 
Kansas  alone,  especially  the  older  people.  She  has  been  to  Canada,  the 
Central  and  Eastern  States,  Washington,  D.  C.  New  York,  Colorado  and  Neb¬ 
raska.  Her  visit  to  Washington  was  highlighted  by  a  visit  to  the  Catholic 
Shrine  of  America  and  the  Franciscan  Monastery  where  she  met  personally 
one  of  the  many  subjects  of  her  Religious  Genealogy. 
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Nursing?  She  maintains  her  registered  nurses'  status,  attends  at  least 
one  meeting  a  year.  She  remarks,  "One  can’t  forget  what  3  years  of  nurses' 
training  does  for  you.  It  is  invaluable  in  raising  children  in  understanding 
others,  and  in  the  care  of  the  sick  and  elderly  in  your  own  family." 

Why  do  the  book  in  "offset  printing  or  lithoprinting?"*  Her  answer  was 
"Economic  reasons.  It  saves  the  relatives  money  and  makes  the  book  more 
personal.  All  typing  errors  can  be  called  my  own,  since  no  one  else  did  any 
typing  for  me.  Every  page  is  a  little  different,  as  any  printer  will  tell  you." 

Helen  comes  from  a  family  of  five.  She  has  one  brother,  the  Very  Reverend 
Herbert  Linenberger ,  CPPS ,  now  Moderator  General  of  the  Precious  Blood  Society 
in  Rome  Italy.  There  are  three  sisters,  Mrs.  Dominic  (Laura)  Brungardt,  R.N. 
Grainfield,  Kansas;  Mrs.  Frank  (Clara)  Sellers  Mobile,  Alabama,  and  Mrs.  Otto 
(Hattie)  Pundsack,  Great  Bend,  Kansas. 

Her  mother  died  in  1957.  Since  then  her  father  is  living  close  by  in 
Hutchinson.  He  and  she  have  taken  numerous  trips  to  visit  the  old  living 
relatives  on  both  sides  of  the  family. 

I  marvel  at  her  energy  and  perseverance.  She  contributes  this  to  plenty 
of  sleep.  Bedtime  the  last  ten  years  is  about  9  p.  m.  in  the  winter  and  10  p.  m. 
in  the  summer.  She  is  up  at  6  a.  m.  She  does  not  eat  much,  but  often,  and 
consumes  many  vitamin  pills.  She  is  5 '  3  "  tall  and  weighs  a  solid  118  pounds. 

Since  we  can't  afford  colored  pictures  for  the  book  she  can  be  best  des¬ 
cribed  as  a  brunette  with  very  dark  brown  hair,  blue-gray  eyes,  olive  complexion. 
She  attributes  her  coloring  to  her  paternal  grandmother  who  was  a  direct  descendant 
of  one  of  Napoleon's  soldiers  who  invaded  Russia  in  1812  when  he  marched  a  half  a 
million  men  into  Russia.  The  bitter  winter  defeated  the  Army  and  many  did  not 
return  to  France,  but  stayed  in  the  German -Russian  villages  to  marry  their 
daughters.  Her  paternal  grandmother  Margaret  Schamne  is  a  direct  descendant  of 
these.  (From  "Grandfather's  Story"  by  Helen  L.  Hall).

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Before  closing  let  me  give  you  some  of  my  impressions: 

Helen  is  a  Democrat,  and  votes  at  every  election.  She  is  cheerful, 
reserved,  uninhibited,  earthy  and  saintly  all  in  one  breath.  She  has  a 
sense  of  humor,  likes  a  good  joke. 

She  likes  sea  foods,  fruits,  sunflower  seeds  and  chocolate  pie,  eats 
little  meat,  drinks  very  little  coffee. 

In  repose  she  looks  sad,  but  when  awake  her  face  is  animated. 

She  wears  no  ordinary  house  dresses,  but  squaw  dresses  of  every  color 
and  description,  which  she  designs  and  makes  herself.  In  the  winter  she  wears 
them  with  bright  sweaters,  and  in  the  summer  without.  Her  ears  are  pierced 
for  earrings  and  she  has  some  from  almost  every  country  in  the  world.  Otherwise 
she  wears  no  jewelry  but  a  wrist  watch.  You  never  see  her  without  a  little 
makeup.  Shoes  and  hats  are  her  big  extravagance.  She  never  throws  away  a  hat. 
Glasses  she  wears  for  reading  and  driving  the  car.  Otherwise  not. 

She  visits  the  sick,  the  poor  and  the  old,  and  still  takes  care  of  the 
sick  friends  without  fees.  She  feeds  tramps  that  come  to  her  door  each  summer. 
She  has  infinite  patience  with  children,  old  people,  teenagers.  But  she  has 
no  patience  with  gossips,  with  people  who  waste  their  time,  and  with  those  who 
feel  sorry  for  themselves.  She  is  psychic,  a  gift  she  curbs,  because  at  times 
it  frightens  her.  When  she  is  introduced  to  a  stranger,  almost  instantly  she 
can  tell  what  he  or  she  is  thinking.  She  never  forgets  a  face,  but  names  elude 
her .
